London, — Major-General Salmond, 
general officer commanding the Roy- 
al Air “orces in the middle east, ac- 
companied by Captain Ross Smith, 
has arriv.d at Karachi, on the Bal- 
uchistan border and is in conference 
with tl government of Indfa regard- 
ing the establishment of an. aerial 
route and service to India, 


These two aviators have just com- 
pleted a flig] t from Cairo to Karachi, 
a distance of 2,548 miles, in thirty-six 
hours actual flying time, Their route 
from Cairo was by way of Damascus, 
Bagdad, Bushire, Bandarabbas, Srbaza 
and Karachi, 

The machine utilized for this pur- 
pose had previously been flown from 
England to Egypt and took an active 
part in the final operations against 
the Turks on the Palestine front. In 
its latest flight no effort was made 
against time for record breaking pur- 
poses. General Salmond will continue 
his journey by air to Delhi, 


‘Fleet Is Very 
Essential to

Great Britain 


London, — Expounding the British 
view of the freedom of the seas, the 
legal correspondent of the Times, 
dealing among other things with the 
lessons of the war regafding naval 
Operations as they appear to him, 
Outlines the main British position on 
the question as follows: 

A readiness to continue, as hereto- 
fore, the freedom of the seas in times 
of peace which has been carried out 
by England, for example, as to tne 
admission of foreign vessels to coast- 
“wise trade and to agree to the con- 
version. into a free sea of any sea 
now treated as a closed sca. 

A strong concentration of ships 
greatly strengthened and hardened 
by the Icssons of this war, to maan- 
tain a minimum of safety for our 
people and the empire and to be no 
party to any agreement conflicting 
or tampering with it, 

A belief that the conditions of war- 
fare are so changing that we must 
be careful to protect ourselves 
against perils ahead, 

A readiness to consider any change 
put forward by neutrals consistent 
with these essentials, 

A desire to co-operate in rendering 
impossible hideous crimes committed 
at sea, 

A readiness as far as is compatible 
with safety in the full sense to pro- 
mote any practicable scheme for a 
league of nations. 

In short, a firm resolution as to, es- 
sentials and an open mind as to sec- 
ondary matters. In leading up to his 
conclusion, the correspondent says: 

The more the British point of view 
.is understood the more it will com- 
mend itself to impartial opinion, The 
closer we look at the question from 
the American angle the more the dif- 

“ferences are likely to be diminished 

We are dealing with the world as 
it still is, and so far as the freedom 
of the seas interferes with the prov 
tection of our vital interests it 
means a one-sided disarmament to 
the detriment of England and Eng- 
land only, ™

Saskatchewan 
Minister Res'gns 


Hon, W. R. Motherwell, Minister of 
Agriculture, Tenders Resig- 
nation 

Regina. — In a two-handed attack 
on Union government, Hon, W. R. 
Motherwell in a letter to Premier 
Martin resigned from the Saskatche- 


wan government, of which he has 
been minister of agriculture since 
1905, The announcement of Mr. 


Martin from his seat in the assem- 
bly just before the orders of the day 
that Mr. Motherwell had offered his 
resignation and that it had been ar- 
cepted came as a complete surprise 
to everyone outside the cabinet cir- 
cle. To all it came as a blow, us 
Premier Martin pointed out during 
the course of a brief statement, fol- 
lowing the reading of lengthy letters 
from Mr, Motherwell to himself, in 
which the minister gave his reasons 
for resigning. Mr. Motherwell, in a 
speech of three or four minutes’ dur- 
ation, set all doubts at rest as to his 
intentions, saying that each member 
of the government had labored with 
him till ten o'clock the previous night 
seeking to induce him to reconsiler 
h's decision, but his mind was made 
up. 

The premier stated that Hon, Geo, 
E. Langley, minister of municipal af- 
fairs, would assume the duties of 
minister of agriculture during the ses- 
sion and that afterwards there would 
be a 1e-am igement of portfolios. 
The government would contiaue for 
tie present with seven members in- 
stead of cight. 


Huns Welcome 
Prussian Guards 


Streets Were Decorated But Recep- 
tion Was Quiet 
Copenhagen. — Berlin's welcome to 
the Prussian Guard was solemn rath- 
er than triumphant, according to Ber- 
lin advices received here, It was 
generally observed that the troops 
marched under the German national 
colors and that the bands played 
“Deutschland Uber Alles,” and not 

revolutionary airs. 

Brandenburg Gate and the streets 
through which the soldiers marched 
were decorated with evergreens and 
flags. The officers and men were dec- 
orated with national rosettes of flow- 
ers and wore their iron crosses, 

The soldiers in the procession par- 
ticipated in the last battle of the war 
and suffered tremendous losses, some 
detachments being reduced to almost 
the vanishing point, it is said. ‘The 
ranks, however, were filled with men 
from other detachments, 

Owing to the fact that no steps 
to control the traffic had been taken 
many persons were injured when the 
vanguard of the troops passed 
through Brandenburg Gate. ‘The 
throngs for a time completely arrest- 
ed the parade and force had to be 
used to open a passage for the sol- 
diers, 

Frederich Ebert, the premier, wel- 
comed the soldiers. He declared, it is 
said, that a new> government had 
been established ins Germany and 
that the army would be its strongest 
support. In behalf of the troops, a 
sergeant replied to the effect that the 
watchword row must be “Quiet.” He 
said that the soldiers desired the 
convening of the national assembly 
at the earliest moment and did not 
want to be led away from the “se- 
cure path of quiet and order by Dr. 
Karl Liebknecht or other dreamers.” 


No German Goods Wanted 

London, — All contracts for com- 
mercial enterprises let by the alder- 
men for the city and county of Lon- 
don, it has been decided, hereafter 
will contain a clause prohibiting the 
use of materials of Geramn origin. 
The penalty will be forfeiture of 25 
per cent, of the amount involved.

Ottawa, — Canadian military head- 
quarters overseas have sent a cable 
to the director of public information 
here announcing that two divisions of 

. the Canadian corps are now in Ger- 
many, while the remaining divisions,

ecived orders to commence _ their 


=-1sparch from. Mons, where they have 
“becn in rest since the signing of the 


armistice, to the Rhine. 

Information from’ corps headquart- 
ers indicates that the inhabitants of 
Germany are taking the occupation 
wery quietly. They are reserved most- 
By, but occasionally show a disposition 


to fraternize. The heads of commun- 
ities are doing their best to sce that 
the official instructions are obeyed, 

The first and second Canadian diyi- 
sions in their march to the Rhine, pas- 
sed through the Ardennes country 
which does not resemble the part ot 
Belgium to which the Canadians 
have been accustomed, It is more 
reminiscent of many parts of Canada 
with sharp hills, rolling plains, swift- 
flowing streams and in some parts 
dense wooded country. 

According to General Currie, the 
health of all ranks is particularly 
good, with the weather most satisfac- 
tory. 


PROPAGANDISTS ARE ACTIVE 
THROUGHOUT WHOLE COUNTRY 


| AND GENERAL DISORDER FOLLOWS 


Amsterdam,—Travellers from Ger-; wisdom and, on the 
daily stand by the government, Police have 


many tell wl stories of the 
increase of Bolshevism owing to the 
weakness of the Ebert-Haase goyern- 
ment, Bolsheviki propagandists are 
active throughout the whole country 
bet especially in Berlin and the in- 
dustrial districts in the Rhine valley 
where soldiers’ and workmen's cou.t- 
cils exhort the people not to listen 
to tempters. 

In Berlin Bolshevism is openly 
preached by Liebknecht and Rosa 
Luxemburg at public meetings, espe- 
cially in the northern and esatern lab- 
or districts, Their paper, Die Rothe 
Fahne (the Red Flag) has now 
reached one of the largest circula- 
tions ever kiown in Germany. Its 
moto is “Death to the Republic of 
Ebert.” Ebert is denounced as an 
imbecile and Philip Scheidemann as a 
scoundrel, The Bolshevist agitation 
in Germany is conspicuous for the 
tremendous amount of money spent 
by its advocates. The funds are ad- 
mittedly from Russian sources as are 
also the weapons with which the Bol- 
sheviki are armed, and which they oc- 
casionaly use on the flimsiest pre- 
texts against passersby in the open 
Streets, Unter den Linden‘is no long- 
er a safe street to go through, while 
Friedrichstrasse and Liebzigerstrasse 
often resound with the rattle of ma- 
chine guns, 

It is the belicf that the Bolsheviki 
are causing disorders with a view to 
causing the downfall of the adminis- 
tration which they call imperialistic. 
The people are interested in Lieb- 
knecht but they doubt his political 


whole, they 


‘practically disappeared, having been 


replaced by soldiers. The Bolsheviki 
are aided by the government’s help- 
lessness and unwillingness to act. If 
this shall be continued a little while 
longer Liebknecht and his friends 
will be masters of all Berlin laboring 
districts, 

August Thyssen and a Russian Jew 
named Leo Lewine, have founded a 
Bolsheviki paper with Russian money 
Through this they are spreading the 
Through this they are spreading the 
wildest propaganda and trying to in- 
duce all workmen to strike. The agi- 
tation has already had a scrious ef- 
fect and almost 50 per cent. of the 
men and women workers are idlé& The 
coal mines have been abandoned with 
the result that exports of coal to 
Holland has ceased and naturally this 
has caused the imports of food, veg- 
etables‘and dairy products from Hol- 
land to come to a standstill. 

In Essen Bolsheviki shot an officer 
commanding troops retreating to- 
wards the cast because he forbade 
the display of the red flag. In the 
same town the Krupp paper, the 
Rheinisch Westphaelisch Zeitung, 
was raided by Bolsheviki who wound- 


ed two of the printers, drove the 
writers away by shots through the 
editorisl rooms and damaged the 
printing machinery. Excited anar- 


chists hoisted the red flag over the 
building occupied by this extreme 
pan-German paper and it had to cease 
publication temporarily. Simitar 
Scenes are said to be happening ev- 
ery day all over Germany. 


Czar For Russians 
New 


Revolutionists May Appoint 


Ruler 

Stockholm. — A Czar of Russia 
will be proclaimed in the person of 
Grand Duke Cyril Vladimirovitch, ac- 
cording to the Swedish paper Dagens 
Nyheter, which appears to corrobor- 
ate last week's rumors that Russian

Churchill Says Solution of Question 
Rests With Ireland 

Dundee, Scotland. — Colonel Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, minister, of 
munitions, speaking here, emphasized 
the impossibility of coercing Ulster 
in the matter of Home Rule for Ire- 
land. He said that the present gov- 
ernment is anxious that the problem 
be solved as soon as possible, In dis- 
cussing this feature of the election 
campaign, Col. Churchill said: 

“Before the war we had reached 
a definite agreement with the lead- 
ers of the naticnalist party that Ul- 
ster was not to be coerced. It never 
was the policy of the late Liberal 
government to take coercive steps in 
ireland. Why do not the Irish lead- 
ers come forward fiow and take up 
the burden of responsibility of gov- 
ernment within the British empire? 
Why do they not by a spontaneous 
fecling of comradeship win Ulster? 
The government is most anxious that 
the Irish question be pressed for- 
ward vigorously to a solution. 

“Great Britain goes to the peace 
conference ready to bestow self-gov- 
ernment upon Ireland, It is only 
the quarrel and disputes of the Irish- 
men themselves that prevent a solu- 
tion to this great question. Let us 
hope they will endeavor by every 
means even of practicing patience to 
embark upon the proper road. Let 
us pray they will labor to prepare a 
way by which they shall enable this: 
settlement of the Irish problem to 
be achieved so that Ireland will no 
longer remain the sick and ailing 
child of the British empire, but will 
take her proud place with all these 
great national forces which have 
been woven together to make up the 
mighty empire which stands so high 
today.’ Speaking of fiscal matters, 
Col. Churchill said: 

“The financial question is becoming 
increasingly grave. We are burdenes 
with an enormous debt, but about 
six-seyenths of our debt is due to our- 
selves. The difficulties connected with 
that portion can be adjusted within 
our own borders, but the external deb* 
is a far greater source of pre-occupa- 
tion. We are heavily indebted to the 
United States. We have sent to 
America 400 million pounds in bul- 
lion and from 800 million pounds to 
one billion pounds in securities which 
had been gathered as a result of two 
genera.ions of prosperous trade, 


“The payment of interest on that 
debt and the loes of interest on se- 
curities previously held will impose 
avery serious burden in coming 
years, We incurred that burden not 
for our own benefit but for the allics 
and Russia. As a_ result of these} 
overseas liabilities we will have bur- 
dens such as we have never had be- 
fore, but we will face these dif- 
culties with courage, keeping ous 
word in every respect.”

British Not to 
Ask Heligoland 


Island Was German Naval Strong- 
hold Throughout Great War 

The British naval authorities have 
decided that it will be unnecessary 
to demand the return of Heligoland 
to Great Britain from Germany, Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, the mints.er 
of munitions, announced in a speech 
at Dundee. 

“We enter the peace conference,” 
said Mr, Churchill during the course 
of his address, “with the absolute de- 
'terinination that no limitation shall 
te imposed on our right to maintain 
our naval defence. We do not in- 
tend, no matter what arguments and 
appeals are addressed to us, to le ut 
ourselves in any way to any fetter- 
ing restrictior’ which will prevent 
the British navy maintaining its well- 
tried and well-deserved supremacy.” 

The island of Heligoland, formerly 
Danish, was ceded to Great Britain 
in 1814, Great Britain crded it to 
Germany, who began developing it 
into an extremely important naval 
base. It lies in the North Sea, off 
the mow of the Elbe and Weser 
and off the entrance to the Kiel 
Canal, which it dominates. 

The island was a German naval 
stronghold throughout the great wart 
Its occupation by the allies was un- 
der consideration shortly after the 


signing of the armistice, when. the 
Germ. naval revolution made it

Germany should pay with such gold 
as she has, also, with such material 
as we can wring from her. She 
could pay in labor in restoring the 
damage she wrought in France and 
Belgium, She will have no colonies 
when the allies have done with this 
business.

Belgium Wants Dutch to Give Up 
Scheldt’s Outlet 


London. — Belgium claims at the 
peace conference will be directed not 
only against Germany but against 
Holland, according to the Metropole 
of Antwerp, which prints a statement 
made by the Belgian minister of for- 
eign affairs. The minister is quoted: 

“Obviously our first demand from 
Germany will be the restitution of ali 
of which we were robbed in hundieds 
of ways. As far as territorial read- 
justments wre concerned, if you care- 
fully read between the lines of the 
passages of the recent speech from 
the threne which refers’to the old 
treatics, they will tell you as much 
as 1 can,” 


The passages in question deal es- 
pecially fith the international treaty 
of 1839 which ‘fixed the status of Lel- 
gium. This treaty deprived the young 
kingdom of Belgium of the principal 
portions of her provinces of Leswig 
and Luxemburg and enriched the 
German confederation by the Belgian 
towns of the provinces of Liege, such 
as Stvith, Eupon, Malmady arid’Mont 
Joic. It likewise made the kingdom 
of the Netherlands master of the 
lower Scheldt.
